A TRIO of teenage train robbers are 
being hunted by police after stealing 
cash, jewellery and mobile phones 
from terrified commuters during a 
seven-month crime spree. 

The gang - captured in this CCTV image - are 
wanted by British Transport Police in connection 
with a “series of robberies” in north Kent, carried 
out predominantly between London and Medway. 

BTP robbery squad Detective Constable Denis 
Stonestreet said the trio mainly targeted young 
men in attacks stretching back to February. 

He said: “We have been carrying out an ongoing 
investigation and believe this group may be 
involved in several robberies against passengers. 

“These have occurred in the mornings and the 
evenings, and have involved passengers who had 
money, jewellery and other valuables stolen. 

“We’ve been conducting enquiries and hope that 
by releasing CCTV images members of the public 
may be able to assist us in this investigation.” 

The image of the gang was taken at Charing 
Cross station in March, shortly before they 
pounced on a 24-year-old man travelling to 
Rochester. A BTP spokesman said this formed 
their clearest picture of the menacing trio. 

DC Stonestreet added: “The first youth is 
described as black, of medium build and 6ft tall. 
He was wearing a black beanie, red and black 
jacket and black jeans. 

“The second was white, of medium build and 5ft 
11 inches tall, he was wearing a dark coloured 
sports top, jeans and a baseball cap. 

“The third is white, 5ft 11 inches tall, medium 
build with short brown hair. He was wearing a 
grey and white hooded top and blue jeans. All are 
believed to be in their late teens to early 20s.”

A BOY band described as

played their first gig at the 
weekend.

ITV show two weeks ago. 

And despite being ridiculed by 
Cowell and fellow judges Louis 
Walsh, Cheryl Cole and Dannii 
Minogue, the band say they are 
enjoying the five min¬ 
utes of fame their 
humiliation has 
earned them. 

Adam Davies, 20, 
said: “We’re not both¬ 
ered that they didn’t 
like us because we 
only went along for a 
bit of fun. 

“We didn’t expect to 
get as far as we did, so 
it wasn’t exactly a 
huge shock. You get 
some people who go on 
the show who are ter¬ 
rible but still think they’ve got a good 
chance of getting through, but we 
didn’t. 

“We obviously weren’t very good.” 

Adam’s fellow band members are 
Kye Homewood, Joe Amirasaleh, 
Craig Stace. all aged 20, and Nathan 
Scott, 21. Millions tuned in on 
Saturday, September 13, and 
watched between their fingers as 
Walderwood murdered the 
Backstreet Boys hit Quit Playing 
Games (With My Heart). 

They only managed to sing a few

Nathan responded by saying the 
band had been “giving it serious out¬ 
side”, to which Cowell replied: “Well 
you haven’t been giving it in here.” 

Nathan said: ‘Yeah, sorry about 
that,” before the boys left the room. 

As they walked out, Cowell said to 
his fellow judges: “Luckily nothing is 
going to be worse than that.”

A CHILDREN’S nursery group will

Kind donations of toys and sensory equip¬ 
ment were then brought in to fill the new nurs¬ 
ery building. 

Nursery manager Sharon Gray said she was 
overwhelmed by the volunteers’ generosity.

their development.

Proposed Olympic 
training centre put 
in administration

BUCKMORE Park, which had been 
cited as a potential training camp for 
the 2012 London Olympics, has gone 
into receivership. 

It has been shut to 
the public for five 
years - but Medway 
Scouts groups still use 
a part of it for camp¬ 
ing activities. 

The facility includes 
a climbing wall, bad¬ 
minton court and 
swimming pool, and 
had been earmarked 
for training national 
squads in the run-up 
to the games in four 
years time. 

But financial diffi¬ 
culties have resulted in Lloyds TSB 
calling in business administrators 
KPMG to sort out the finances of the 
park’s owners Avondale South East. 


A KPMG spokeswoman said: 
“Administrators are in the process of 
sorting things out so the bank can be 
repaid.” 

However, the scouting groups say 
they will continue to use part of the 
260 acre site. 

Buckmore Park 
Kart Circuit, which 
remains popular, is a 
tenant of the centre 
and its owners say 
they are monitoring 
events. 

The site was one of a 
number of places 
across the county 
which has been looked 
into by the British 
Olympic Committee 
as a potential venue 
for pre-games training 
to take place. 

It is situated close to the M2 and 
near to the Ebbsfleet International 
station which will have a rail link to 
the site of the games.

Designer fashions 
a new hope for 
women with HIV

FASHION designer Karen Millen 
is helping HIV sufferers living in 
slums in South Africa - by 
teaching them the skills to follow 
in her footsteps. 

The multi-millionaire businesswoman, 
from Wateringbury, was approached by the 
charity HOPEHIV two years ago for support. 

She turned to former mentor Sheelagh 
Wright, her tutor at the University for 
Creative Arts in Rochester, to work with 
her to create a fashion-based project for the 
charity. 

They designed a year-long course to be run 
in Pietermaritzburg, the capital city of the 
KwaZulu-Natal province of South Africa, 
which aims to provide poverty-stricken 
young HIV sufferers with fashion design and 
technical skills to get good jobs. 

After visiting the area, the two women 
chose a building owned by Project Gateway, a 
charity encouraging self-sufficiency, to base 
their fashion school at. 

This run-down building, previously a 
prison that held Mahatma Gandhi, was 
refurbished into a modern, brightly-lit 
fashion studio. 

The first 22 students of the Gateway 
School of Fashion were enrolled in January 
and both Ms Millen and Mrs Wright have 
just returned from a five-day trip to check on 


the standards of the first year of the course. 

Mrs Wright, who has worked at UCA’s 
Rochester campus for 33 years, said: “After 
Karen left UCA we had always remained in 
touch and two years ago she rang me to say 
that HOPEHIV had contacted her about 
getting involved in a project. 

‘We went to various meetings, and then to 
South Africa to have a look at the community 
and choose our location.” 

The lecturer added: “The organisers 
assumed we were doing something similar to 
home industries where women teach locals 
sewing, so when they visited us and saw 
what we were doing, we blew their minds. 

“The curriculum I have designed covers 
everything from sewing, pattern cutting and 
screen printing. 

'The course is really different to anything 
here as we have to combine a three year 
course into one. 

“There are four terms in the year and we 
have recently completed our third. Karen 
and I went out there last week to assess the 
work.” 

After the review nine of the 22 students 
will go forward to other projects. 

Ms Millen OBE said: “I’m totally overcome 
by the passion and the latent talent of the 
first intake of students and it would be a 
dream-come-true if one of the Project 
Gateway pioneers developed into an 
international designer.” 

The designer opened her first clothes shop 
in Maidstone in the early 80s, then built up 
her own chain of 150 Karen Millen stores, 
which she sold for £120 million in 2004.

QUESTION & ANSWER 





QCan you tell us a little about yourself? 

A I’m 28 and I’ve been teaching Ceroc for 
nine years. I live in south-east London, but 
my job takes me all over Kent.

What first interested you in Ceroc? 


I first got into Ceroc via more unconven¬ 
tional means. I was 17, had just left school 
and I was in the job centre in Eltham High 
Street accompanying a friend. 

I saw a card asking for a DJ. At the time I 
was working as a fitness instructor and had 
been working part-time as a wedding DJ for a 
few years, so I thought I’d give it a go. 

It was Ceroc and the first thing I noticed 
when I walked in for my interview was what 
seemed like hundreds of people dancing and 
enjoying themselves to music that was a more 
contemporary than I imagined. Ceroc can be 
danced to all sorts of music, from the big band 
stuff of the 40’s right up to the cutting-edge 
chart stuff and everything in between. 

The atmosphere was electric and I just real¬ 
ly wanted to be a part of it. The fact is you 
don’t need to book or bring a partner. You can 
just turn up on your own or with friends in 
whatever comfortable clothes you like and 
you’ll be made to feel welcome. 

Q Do you have a favourite or preferred technique of 
Ceroc? 

A The great thing about Ceroc is that there 
is no set foot patterns. It’s a very basic 


form of partner dance that really can be 
learned by anyone. 

The fact that it is so simple makes it acces¬ 
sible, but also allows it to be influenced by all 
sorts of other dances allowing for great musi¬ 
cal interpretation. The most important thing 
to remember though is the leader leads and 
the follower follows. It’s totally unchoreo¬ 
graphed, which makes it quite exciting. 

Q Where is the most unusual or interesting place you have 
performed? 

A Nowhere too obscure, but I have taught all 
over England, in Spain and even Australia 
during the 2002/3 Ashes series. 

I copped quite a lot of flak from the locals for 
being English while we were losing the series, 
but a win at the Sydney Cricket Ground soon 
stopped all that. Last year I taught a few 
taster classes in a large marquee at the Kent 
County Show, which was great fun. 

Q What do you hope you can achieve with your dancing in 
future? 

A With programmes like Strictly Come 
Dancing on TV, dancing in general is 
undergoing a bit of a renaissance. My goal is 
to carry that on and get as many people as 
possible to come along and give it a go. 

It really is the most fun and social way there 
is to stay in shape and learn something new. 

It’ll also make you look amazing on the 
dance floor at your cousin’s wedding this sum¬ 
mer and it really won’t take long to learn. In 
just 45 minutes you can be dancing a few

What do you think of the cultural and artistic life of 
Swale? 

A I’ve been visiting Swale since I was very 
little due to my nan living in Leysdown 
and I have to say I have noticed a massive 
change in the area. We opened our venue in 
Sittingboume a few years ago and I was 
impressed with the whole area. The St 
George’s Day Festival was a really vibrant 
and colourful event.

> Where can people see you performing? 


I teach at Dance Junction in Rochester on 
Mondays and Sandyacres Sports Club in 
Ashford on Tuesdays. There are venues all 
over Kent though that can be found on our 
website, www.cerockent.com. 

My friend Kara also teaches each Wednesday 
at The Wyvem Hall, Swallows Leisure Centre, 
in Sittingboume and we have a great night 
there. Like all of our venues it’s welcoming, 
with new people coming along each week.

> What do you like to do when you're not working? 


It’s not often that I’m not working, but 
when I’m not I try to spend as much time 
as possible with my girlfriend Lida, who is 
also a Ceroc teacher in Tunbridge Wells. I’m 
also a keen cricketer, so I like to play as much 
as I can.

Only fools would miss 
out on this convention

FANS of treasured British sitcom 
Only Fools and Horses will get the 
chance to meet some of their idols 
at an event this weekend. 

More than 1,500 visitors are expected to 
flock to the convention at Mote Park Leisure 
Centre in Maidstone on Sunday to meet stars 
of the show. 

They will also be able to see memorabilia 
from the multi award-winning show, including 
the famous three-wheeled van and some of Del 
Boy’s more outlandish outfits. 

Enthusiasts can buy rare items from the 
programme in an auction and will even have 
the chance to sit in Del Boy’s chair and con¬ 
template ‘get rich quick’ schemes, as the con¬ 
vention features a faithful recreation of the 
Trotters’ flat. 

After eleven years of touring the country this 
is the first time the official fan club’s show will 
head to Kent. 

Perry Aghajanoff, president of the Only Fools 
Appreciation Society, said: “So far the response 
has been tremendous. Our perfect demograph¬ 
ic was the Essex man, as historically Essex is 
the old East End, but maybe it’s now Kent. 

“I’m quite excited about it. The show’s got an 
affinity with Kent because the Jolly Boys 
Outing episode was filmed in Margate. That’s 
most people’s favourite episode, so it’s like 
bringing it home.” 

Among the actors due to appear are Roger 
Lloyd Pack, who played the loveable dimwit 
Trigger, and Paul Barber, who played Denzil, 
the hapless Scouser frequently in trouble 
through his involvement with Del Boy’s ludi¬ 
crous schemes. 

Patrick Murray, better known as Mickey 
Pearce, Roy Heather who played Nag’s Head 
landlord Sid, and Ben Smith, the last actor to 
play Del Boy’s son Damien, are also due to 
attend. 

According to Mr Aghajanoff, the actors are 
happy to revisit the past and meet fans, 




despite there not having been a new episode 
for five years. 

“In the past they’ve been signing for nine 
hours without a break. They’re real troopers,” 
he said. “Everyone gets their autograph, 
though we have a fair use policy. Autographs 
and photo opportunities are free.” 

Mr Aghajanoff, 44, has been running the fan 
club since 1993 and can now boast 10,000 
members worldwide.

The club first began for his own amusement 
but soon grew into a success and became the 
appreciation society with greater involvement 
with the show.

Therapy CD 
aims to help 
dogs cope on 
bonfire night 

THE RSPCA is appealing to dog owners to 
start preparing pets for Bonfire Night by 
using sound therapy to minimise the dis¬ 
tress caused by exploding fireworks. 

The number of firework related calls 
received by the RSPCA’s national control 
centre rose to 940 in 2007 - more than dou¬ 
ble the 456 received in 1999. 

In a bid to reduce this number, the 
RSPCA has endorsed the Sounds Scary CD 
therapy pack, produced by Sound Therapy 
4 Pets. 

This can be used to help dogs learn to be 
less afraid of loud fizzes and bangs in the 
build up to the traditional Bonfire Night 
celebrations, with a two-CD pack featuring 
a wide variety of firework sounds, as well as 
thunder and gunshots. 

Mark Evans, the animal charity’s chief 
vet, said: “Fireworks and other loud noises 
are a source of great anxiety for many 
dogs. 

Volume 

“This year, the RSPCA’s fireworks cam¬ 
paign is encouraging people to help treat 
and prevent their dogs’ fireworks fears 
using the Sounds Scary CD - a scientifical¬ 
ly proven therapy tool. 

“We want owners to help their dogs 
become less afraid of fireworks noises well 
in advance of the fireworks season, rather 
than attempting and often failing to pro¬ 
vide short term fixes that have no long¬ 
term benefit.” 

The CD works by gradually allowing dogs 
to be less afraid of loud noises. 

It should initially be played at a very low 
level, so that the dog shows no reaction to 
the noises. 

The volume can then be gradually 
increased in the months leading up to 
November 5, until the dog doesn’t react to 
the noises, even when the CD is played at 
moderate to full volume. 

The last stage is to teach the dog to asso¬ 
ciate the sound of the CD with something 
he or she finds pleasant and rewarding, 
such as food or play.

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Move to widen 
range of speed 
camera offences 

DRIVERS not wearing seat belts, using mobile 
phones, or texting could soon be punished after 
being caught on speed camera. 

The Kent and Medway Safety Camera 
Partnership wants to widen the range of 
offences it deals with beyond breaking speed 
limits and jumping red lights. 

The controversial proposals will be discussed 
by a meeting of Kent’s Assistant Chief 
Constables on Tuesday, September 30 after get¬ 
ting the approval of Kent County Council. 

Likely testing ground 
is the Medway towns - 
but nothing has yet been 
finalised. 

The move comes after 
the speed camera group 
received new video 
equipment which makes 
identification of drivers 
easier. 

But it would still mean 
motorists would have to be 
using a mobile phone when passing the cameras 
for the proposed new ruling to be enforced. 

Similar regulations are currently in opera¬ 
tion in Surrey and Hampshire, according to 
Chris Rogers, project manager for the Kent 
camera operators. 

He said: “While we are doing our job our oper¬ 
ators see a number of other offences which they 
have up to now ignored. 

“The idea is that they widen their remit to 
include such things as seat belts and phones. 

“If an operator did witness an offence such as 
a driver on the phone the idea is that they 
would note the time and registration of the car 
on a pad. Back up video would then further 
strengthen the case. 

“But we would have to be very sure, someone 
might well have their hand up to the side of 
their head while driving, but maybe they are 
suffering from toothache. 

“Alternatively a motorist’s hand may be off 
the wheel and it may be that they are texting 
below the level of the dashboard. But they may 
also be attempting to brush a wasp away. 

“So we will have to be very sure an offence 
has been committed before taking any action.” 

What punishments will be dished out in the 
event of the plans coming into force has yet to 
be decided. 

Mr Rogers said: “The final decision is with 
the police now.”

what we do and asking for help from mem¬ 
bers of the public. 

“The air ambulance is called out on aver¬ 
age between three and four times a day - 
half of these shouts are usually road traffic 
accidents but we also assist people hurt in 
the home or in industrial incidents. 

‘We are online 365 days a year and follow¬ 


ing statistics which showed air ambulances 
made a difference in only three per cent of 
incidents we put doctors on board. 

“Our own research shows that in 53 per¬ 
cent of the accidents we attend we make a 
difference - and I personally know of people 
who would not be alive now where it not for 
our helicopter.”

ONCE again a fire in the Tunnel 
looks set to bring weeks, if not 
months, of road misery for Kent 
commuters as foreign truckers 
heading home use our motorways 
to park up and wait. 

It’s all very well billing our once-beautiful 
county as the ‘Gateway to Europe’, with all the 
alleged commercial benefits that brings, but 
who pays our cops to act as glorified parking 
wardens for these trucks? 

Yep, you’ve guessed it, you do. And who pays 
for the motorways we can’t use through fuel 
tax, road tax and fines? Right again, you do. 

Don’t forget either, as hard-pressed Channel 
Tunnel operators look to rectify the mess 
inside the north tunnel after the latest fire 
(caused, of course, by a wayward truck), that 
the ferries are forced to soak up the capacity, 
enjoying their busiest day ever last 
Wednesday. 

But winter’s on the way and that means 
storms. And no matter how efficient our ferries 


are, they can’t sail in bad weather and that 
means delays - which means Operation Stack 
just gets bigger. 

Factor in our militant French chums, who 
are prepared to strike and blockade Calais at 
the drop of a chapeau, then we have the poten¬ 
tial for Operation Stack and the subsequent 
chaos to close sections of the M20 for weeks at 
a time. 

Kent County Council went into overdrive 
within hours of the Channel Tunnel fire, reas¬ 
suring us that a lorry park will be completed 
some time in the dim and distant, which will 
take all those nasty, smelly trucks off our 
roads in times of delay. 

Two things with that. Firstly, nobody but 
nobody actually wants a massive concrete 
parking lot near their home. 

Secondly, and worse than that, as I drove in 
the opposite direction past miles of parked 
trucks between Ashford and Maidstone two 
days after the fire, the sheer numbers brought 
home how huge any facility would have to be. 

And what will it be used for when Stack is 
not in place? And, of course, who will pay for it? 


Obviously the answer is you, no matter how 
it’s dressed up. 

Even without problems crossing the 
Channel, the lay-bys, side roads and industri¬ 
al estates of Kent are jam-packed every night 
with sleeping truckers who think it’s all right 
to leave behind their rubbish, including their 
toilet waste (just ask any of the occupants of 
units on any of Ashford’s industrial estates 
what greets them every morning). 

During Stack, despite our boys in blue 
ensuring there’s a Portaloo every 400 yards 
(far too far for a lazy driver to walk as he pre¬ 
pares to bed down) truckers do exactly the 
same along our motorways when they are 
waiting, except there’s just so much more of it. 

So remember, if you are unlucky enough to 
break down on the M20 on one of those rare 
occasions it’s actually open for you to use, be 
careful where you stand along the hard shoul¬ 
der as you wait for the AA to turn up.

Bill Hyde enquires as to the nature 
of my doctorate (letters, September 
17). 

My doctoral thesis is on Austria’s 
nuclear power prohibition law and 
European Union membership. 

For the doctorate, I researched 
Austrian, European and 
international law on energy in 
general and nuclear energy in 
particular. 

Part of my research involved 
looking at liability for damage 
caused by nuclear accidents, both in 
nuclear power stations and during 
transport of radioactive materials. 

I also researched the incidence of 
accidents in nuclear reactors 
worldwide. Unlike this country, 
Austria has a nuclear prohibition 
law which forbids the country from 
generating nuclear power or storing 
nuclear waste or weapons anywhere 
on Austrian territory. 

A wonderful example that the rest 
of Europe could learn from - we 


could have a nuclear-free Europe! 

On a personal level I already have 
solar water heating on my roof and 
would like to add photovoltaic 
panels (solar electricity) as soon as I 
can afford it.

BBC Three has hardly 
become a must-watch, 
national institution since its 
launch in 2003.

ONE of the joys of contemporary 
popular music is there is some¬ 
thing for everyone. 

Cowboys and square dancers have country 
music, students have acid house, teenage girls 
have bubblegum pop and masochists have 
Take That. 

Of course, the number of sub-genres branch¬ 
ing off the mainstream pop, rock, indie, rap 
categories runs into the thousands, catering 
for every music fan’s particular taste. 

With this in mind, I bring you the county’s 
leading self-titled ‘instrumental stoner rock¬ 
ers’ Sons of Alpha Centauri, guest band on The 
Ether. 

Quite how big the instrumental stoner rock 
scene extends is anyone’s guess, but SOAC are 
leading the way in Kent. 

The Swale-based quartet, named after the 
brightest star in the constellation Centaurus 
and the third brightest star visible from 
Earth, have established themselves as pio¬ 
neers of progressive, layered riff rock since 
forming in 2001. 

Their focus is on recording complex, musical 
landscapes, drawing influences from the 
worlds of classic rock through to avant-garde 
experimentation. 

Despite their epic sound, bassist Nick 
Hannon said writing was not an overly long- 
winded process: “Song writing is not difficult 
at all for us really. When we have exhausted 
all emotion in a concept thread then the track 
concludes naturally. 

“Revisions are occasionally made to tracks 
for live performance but often we’ll find the 
writing process is ongoing and non-exhaustive 
due to the wide spectrum of styles and experi¬ 
mental ideas we incorporate into our sound. 

‘We don’t work within boundaries.” 

Nick added that the band were much happi¬ 
er in the studio than on the road, keeping the 
band true to their ‘artistic integrity over com¬ 
mercial gain’ ethos. 

He said: Writing new material and keeping 
it real is the way forward for this band. We 


don’t play live much at all - it’s not a priority 
- well at least not at the moment anyway. 

“Some bands have just four songs and play a 
hundred shows. We’d rather play four shows 
and have a hundred songs. 

“That way we guarantee each show will be 
unique and never again replicated.” 

SOAC fans will be pleased to hear the band 
is due to play their first gig in 18 months - and 
their only show this year - in Sheemess in 
December. 


Nick said the next step was to release an 
album, saying: We’ve got a new album coming 
out soon which is a collaboration with 
Yawning Man from the United States and it’s 
some pretty groundbreaking material in the 
instrumental arena. 

“That band has influenced a lot of instru¬ 
mental acts around the world so working with 
them was pretty inspirational.”

Improving now 
easier as Flint 
relaxes the 
planning laws 

THE Government has relaxed planning 
permission rules for home-owners look¬ 
ing to build extensions. 

Under the changes, people planning to 
extend for the first time will be able to do 
so without needing to pay to up to £1,000 
to be granted specific planning permis¬ 
sion. 

As a result, some 80,000 of all house¬ 
holder applications will be removed from 
the planning system each year. 

However, larger extension will still 
need permission. 

Housing minister Caroline Flint said: 
“I am scrapping the red tape so it is 
much easier to convert the loft into that 
extra bedroom and build on an exten¬ 
sion. 

“Often people grow out of the family 
home, but now those who don’t really 
want to move will find it easier to 
improve instead.” 

Want to save 
£15,000 on 
stamp duty? 

BARRATT, the UK’s largest house¬ 
builder is offering incentives to new 
home-buyers. 

Following on from the Government’s 
decision to implement a stamp duty hol¬ 
iday on properties up to a value of 
£175,000, Barratt is offering to pay the 
three per cent stamp duty charged on 
new Barratt homes worth between 
£250,000 and £300,000. 

This initiative could save buyers up to 
£15,000 on the purchase. 

In addition, Barratt will pay the one 
per cent levy imposed when buyers 
select a home worth between £175,000 
and £250,000. 

The incentives offered also include the 
promise to refund any losses on a home 
bought between now and Christmas if 
the buyer sells at a loss in the next three 
years. 


HOME-builder Redraw is the latest 
to launch incentives to tempt buyers. 

While builders across the comity have been 
slashing prices on new homes - you can buy a 
two-bedroom home brand new in Heme Bay 
for under £100,000 - Redraw says that with a 
range of help, advice and incentives available 
under the badge of 'reassure’, those who do 
make the move now can find some excellent 
value in the market. 

The credit cmnch has hit the business 
nationwide, but some areas, including Kent, 
have seen a less dramatic drop in prices due to 
desirability of residence and a market which 
was not overstretched to begin with. 

But as the market slowed some areas report

sold five house in a week, which is better than 
last year.

It is one of those motors that people notice 
and ask about, with styling that blends retro 
American custom car and front and rear- 
ended wreck with limo for the party elite in 
the People’s Republic of La-La Land. 

Comments are not always flattering, 
but everyone is impressed by the enormous 
interior and paltry price - just £10,995 for a 
single well-equipped model, although new 
Kent dealer Cheriton Motor House at 
Folkestone has gone one step further with a 
funky hot-rod custom kit. 

Even without add-ons, the ground-hugging 
Materia really stands out against relatively 
dull looking rivals.

space as required, while reclining is not only 
good for adult passengers on long journeys but 
better for fitting child seats. 

Pushing the rear seats right back and then 
reclining the front ones creates a decent bed 
settee too. Headroom and cabin storage is 
excellent, but the car’s spaciousness - its 
biggest selling point - loses impact through a 
universally black interior. 

A short overhang/long wheelbase chassis 
gives the Materia a decent ride and grip though 
it does wallow a bit on the bends when laden. 

Mind you, the five-speed manual shift - a 
four-speed auto is also offered - is a bit too 
wafty for spirited driving, while the 102bhp 
1.5-litre petrol engine is willing, but lets you 
know about it under acceleration although 
motorway cruising is acceptable. 

The unit’s 169g/km of C02 emissions also 
places the car in a relatively high road tax 
banding costing £170/year. 

The centre-mounted speedo and tiny indica¬ 
tor repeaters paired with a feeble audible 
warning do not make the driver’s job easy 
either, but you cannot ignore the Materia’s 
value, space or sense of fun.

NISSAN MICRA 



SUPERMINI design has become formulaic in recent years, so Nissan gains 
lots of credit for daring to be different with the Micra. It's an eye-catcher 
inside and out and facelifts have maintained its cheeky appeal. Engine 
options are impressive throughout the range, including some excellent 
Renault-sourced diesels. The Sunderland-built three and five-door line-up 
also includes a coupe convertible and lively and trendy Sport range with 
a flagship, the 160SR, to rival cars like the Mini One and Ford Zetec S. 


HONDA CR-V 



HONDA's refined sports utility vehicle (SUV) enjoyed a boost when the 
second generation line-up gained a much needed diesel option.

ONE of Kent’s leading property 
experts says the Thames Gateway 
and the northern part of the coun¬ 
ty are strongly placed for when 
the market bounces back - and 
claims investors are on the prowl 
for bargains. 

James Pilcher, chairman and founding direc¬ 
tor of Caxtons chartered surveyors, which 
operates across the county, said property is at 
least tangible - it doesn’t disappear. 

He told a packed meeting that most people 
had benefited from substantial value rises 
during the boom years and that property 
would recover as would the economy. 

He said: “Recessions do end, we know that, it 
is just a question of when.” 

He added: “Also the real silver lining is that 
this is a time of opportunity for investors with 
cash and equity. And there are lots of investors 
in this position. 

“My investment clients are coming back into 
the market and they are looking at best buys 
in the residential property sector as well 
as commercial properties that have potential, 
such as half finished schemes, attractive

yield properties and land with planning or 
potential.” 

But he cautioned: “In times such as this it is 
important to take care, particularly with 
over-rented properties, high-risk tenants and 
secondary properties that look cheap but have 
little long-term potential.” 

He emphasised that while the property mar¬ 
ket was extremely difficult and challenging, 
business was still being done: “It’s harder to 
achieve deals and not so exciting, but there are 
plenty of projects to work on and we are all 
getting on with it.” 

Mr Pilcher said that while the boom times 
could not go on for ever, “the hangover we are 
experiencing is proving to be a very big one, 
with no sign of a quick bounce back.” 

While the hope had been that north Kent 
would, as a Government-designated develop¬ 
ment area and with the 2012 Olympics loom¬ 
ing, be insulated from the downturn, the real¬ 
ity was that “when things get bad they get bad 
across the board”. 

But the brighter news was that north 
Kent and the Thames Gateway was, he 
hoped, much better placed for when the 


market starts to recovers. 

He was guest speaker at a Property and 
Construction Club breakfast meeting, the 
fourth such get-together organised by law firm 
Thomson Snell and Passmore and Thames 
Gateway Property and Construction. 

It was attended by more than 60 delegates 
from the region. 

Looking at the market over the last 18 
months, he said commercial investment sales 
volumes were down 50 per cent, commercial 
values were down 10 to 20 per cent - 
Bluewater alone had recently been down-val¬ 
ued 12 per cent - and occupier demand had 
weakened. The residential property market 
was in an even bleaker state, with sales values 
down 50 per cent overall but probably nearer 
70 per cent in recent months. About 4,000 
estate agents had already lost their jobs and 
Halifax, the country’s leading agent, had shut 
53 branches. 

He said: “Certainly on the commercial side, 
occupiers are going to continue to be very 
important over the coming months and land¬ 
lords are likely to cling to them, offering incen¬ 
tives and lower rents.” 

Mr Pilcher thought Government moves to 
underpin parts of the property market would 
probably not be enough to hasten recovery.

A LATE Aldershot winner denied 
the Gills a point as they battled for 
77 minutes with ten men. 

Gillingham boss Mark Stimson surprisingly 
made only two changes to the side that was 
thrashed 7-0 at Shewsbury last weekend, 
with Mark Bentley replacing the injured 
Dennis Oli and skipper Andrew Crofts 
returning to partner Curtis Weston. 

Both sides started brightly in glorious sun¬ 
shine at the Recreation Ground with chances 
coming at either end. The first fell to the Gills 
when John Nutter’s free kick found Crofts, 
who headed narrowly over. Moments later 
Simon Royce made the game’s first save, div¬ 
ing high to his right to push out Ben 
Harding’s long-range strike. 

Gillingham were reduced to ten men in the 
13th minute when striker Mark McCammon 
received a red card for what looked like a fair¬ 
ly routine challenge. 

The forward went up for the ball with the 
Aldershot goalkeeper, but the referee must 
have seen something in it as he brandished a 
straight red card. 

The home side immediately looked to press 
their advantage and were unlucky not to 
break the deadlock from a 17th-minute cor¬ 
ner which Chris Blackburn headed narrowly 
wide at the far post. 

The Gills refused to lie down though and 
carved out a good chance of their own, but 
Charlie Daniels’ close range snap shot was 
well saved. 

Moments later Bentley went even closer as 
his header came back off the foot of the post. 

The home side came back strongly, forcing 
Simon King into two excellent blocks to deny 
long-range shots, before the lively John Grant 
collected a loose ball inside the area and 
struck the near post with Royce beaten. 

The home side maintained their pressure in 
the second half with John Grant forcing a 
good save from Royce in the 52nd minute. 

With the Gills fighting a desperate rear¬ 
guard action, chances were few and far 
between for the visitors although Simeon 
Jackson was able to shake off his marker and 
force a save on 68 minutes. 

The home side finally broke the deadlock in 


the 75th minute when Kirk Hudson collected 
the ball on the edge of the area and fired into 
the far corner to put Aldershot in front. 

Their lead was short lived as Simeon 
Jackson levelled the scores within minutes. 
The Canada under-20 striker had a simple 
tap in after Bentley flicked on Nutter’s 
corner. 


Just as it seemed the Gills had gained a 
hardfought point, Aldershot grabbed an 86th- 
minute winner. A cruel deflection off Simon 
King allowed Scott Davies to score from the 
edge of the area and seal the win for the 
Hampshire side.

Triallists make 
Priestfield exit 




GILLINGHAM’S search for a striker 
continues as triallists Trevor Benjamin, 
Marcus Haber and Roland Bennedict were 
released last week. 

Benjamin failed to impress manager 
Mark Stimson and earn a contract despite 
scoring for Gillingham’s reserves in a 2-1 
defeat against Southampton. 

He did not feature in the reserves 3-2 vic¬ 
tory at Crystal Palace last week and 
remains a free agent. 

Stimson has also decided against pursu¬ 
ing interest in triallist’s Haber and 
American Bennedict. 

Haber, a 23-year-old Canadian interna¬ 
tional, failed to impress Stimson in his trial 
and made his only appearance in the defeat 
against Southampton. The striker was an 
unused substitute in Wednesday’s 3-2 win 
against Crystal Palace. 

However, last Thursday former Watford 
winger Albert Jarrett signed a one-month 
loan deal at Priestfield with a view to a pos¬ 
sible extension. 

The 23-year-old Sierra Leone internation¬ 
al has impressed Stimson in the last two 
reserve outings. He began his career as a 
trainee at Arsenal before going on to feature 
for Wimbledon, Watford and Brighton. 

In the opposite direction, defender Sean 
Clohessy has moved to Blue Square 
Premier League side Salisbury City on a 
one-month deal following a successful trial. 

Young strikers Andy Pugh and Luis 
Cumbers grabbed the goals in the reserves 
3-2 win at Crystal Palace this week, which 
has given Stimson cause for optimism. 

He said: “The reserves put in a great per¬ 
formance. Pugh and Cumbers did really 
well. Pugh has come back from loan and I 
said I want to look at him in the reserves. He 
has put himself into the reckoning. 

“There was a triallist out there but a num¬ 
ber of 16-year-olds played and it was a 
pleasure to watch. 

“What youngsters like Jack Payne and 
Connor Essam showed was immense. 

“There are three or four players who can 
only get better because of their age.”
